Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Jappy provided a review of the claimed inventions, directing 
attention to page 2, lines 21-25, of the specification as providing the essence of the invention. 
Mr. Sisson expressed concem over the specification providing limited guidance and also directing one to various 
documents that have not been incorporated by reference. In support of this position, Mr. Sisson directed attention to 
page 3, last paragraph, which states that a preferred embodiment is PcrA helicase, which at page 6 refers one to Bird 
et al., Nucleic Acids Research (1998) 26:2686-2693, for guidance as to how it is to be prepared. Mr. Sisson also noted 
that page 6, last paragraph, teaches that the helicase was immobilized to a sensor chip "according to Jonsson et a!., 
Biotechniques (1991) 11:620-627." And Mr. Sisson also directed attention to page 7, penultimate paragraph, as 
teaching that "DNA sequencing was conducted by the method described in WO-A-99/05315..." 
Mr. Sisson noted that while the specification teaches at page 7, first full paragraph, that "target and primer 
oligonucleotides defined as SEQ ID No. 1 and SEQ ID No. 2 in WO-A-99/05315 were used," the instant disclosure 
does not provide the sequences so represented. Mr. Sisson expressed concern that the specification, as filed, does 
not provide an adequate written description of the invention, nor fully enable the practicing of the invention. 
Mr. Sisson noted that claim 21 is drawn to a product and not necessarily to a method of making the product. Mr. Sisson 
expressed concern that the specification does not teach in such full, clear and concise language the claimed product 
so as to reasonably suggest that applicant was in possession of same at the time of filing. Mr. Sisson noted that at 
page 3 of the agenda provided by applicant's representative, an assertion is made that support for the claimed product 
can be found in claim 6 of PCT/BGOO/01290, however, the instantly claimed product recites added limitations or 
elements not recited in the '01290 document. Mr. Sisson noted that as a result of this difference, the claimed product 
is not supported by the identified claim 6 of the *01290 document. 

Messrs. Ladwig and Jappy asserted that the state of the art was such that one could easily make the chip needed for 
the assay as well as use it in the claimed method, given the insight of applicant. Mr. Sisson requested that applicant's 
representatives present evidence to support the conclusion as to what the state of the art was at the time of filing, both 
for making the claimed product, and for using it in the claimed method. 
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
